If this foolish revolution would ter- 
minate and permit honest people to 
develop the land here, I could easily 
Pile up a stake and reinvest in United 
States. Iam convinced this is no place 
for a permanent residence. Even if 
peace is established it will only be 
temporary, unless Uncle Sam steps in 
and assumes control of the finances, 
similar to the Cuban arrangement. 


The Looting Begins. 


I suppose you have read in the pa- 
pers how the provisional president, 
Eulalio Gutierres, lit out one dark 
night with about six millions that was 
in the treasury. When this occurred 
the soldiers started in stealing horses 
on the streets of Mexico City, looting 
the stores and some private houses. 

A friend of mine phoned me in the 
morning of Jan. 16, advising me to 
keep the gates closed and to prepare 
for trouble, IL didn't pay much atten- 
tion because I was busy with an auto- 
mobile that refused to work, but for- 
tunately I carried two of my U. 8. 
army Krag rifies up to the roof of our 
house, which is quite large and com- 
mands all.of the dairy proper.

I ran out to the door and could see 
some khaki uniforms through the 
cracks, and heard the bunch demand- 
ing me to open up. I asked what was 
wanted. They said they wanted to 
get in and would do no harm. I said 
wait a moment and I will see. 

I hustled out a ladder and went up 
on the roof and grabbed some of the 
Krags and a belt of cartridges. By 
this time Zapatistas were getting peev- 
ish and threatened to burst in the door 
if it was not opened at once. 

I called them from the roof and 
told them plainly that the door would 
not be opened, and thatany —— greas- 
ers who tried to climb over would get 

shot. 
Begins to “Plug” Bandits. 

One of the men got off his horse and 
was boosted up by a companion and 
succeeded in climbing up to the roof 
of the small porter’s lodge. He re- 
marked: Tou won't open, will you?” 

There was nothing to do but to plug 
the bandit, so I let go with the Krag 
and caught him just below the stom- 
ach. He let out a yell and grabbed 
for the flagpole, but hobbled back- 
ward into the street. 

By this time I saw I was in fore 
fight, so I started in plugging at the 
balance of the bunch, which did not 
number over nine or ten at most.

They all ran like a pack of yelping 
dogs, and 1 kept plugging away as 
they ran across the prairie. ' 


By this time some of my men got up 
courage to come upon the roof. The 
bandits fied, leaving a strange amount 
of loot in the doorway from other 
homes—clothing, blankets, hats, and 
loot of all descriptions. 

I had taken a furnished house in the 
city for Ruth and the children a short 
time before. I intend to keep them 
there for the present. Ruth comes out 
in the machine every Uttle while, but 
goes back at night. 

At present the Carranza party is in 
power, but I believe that they will 
skip out at the first intimation of 
danger and then Zapatistas or some 
other party will start in looting again. 


About a week ago, when Zapatistas 
departed, the Carranza troops began 
to arrive immediately. A party of 300 
troops rode up in front of the dairy 
and began shooting. I skinned up on 
the roof to see the battle, but there 
was not an enemy within sight. They 
just seemed to gallop up and down the 
roadway, shooting in the air, also at 
the buildings or anything moving in 
the distance. 

I thank fortune that our stables are 
all inclosed with a high stone wall so 
that none of my stock were hit, but the 
bullets hit most everywhere. 

After they rode away I rode out over 
the prairie to see the dead and wound- 
ed, but the only ones hurt were a few 
masons building a wall nearby and a 
few humble Indiana driving burrows 
loaded with alfalfa. 

The next day there wasa big aceaunt 
in the Mexican papers with pictures of 
the officers in the charge, and saying 
that Zapatistas had been drtven off 
after strong resistance with great 
loss. I venture to say that there was 
not a Zapatista within ten kilometers 
of the place. 


U. S. Flag Only “ Dishrag.” 

I am afraid that the present outnt 
will not last long in power. They will 
simply remain here in Mexico City 
until they accumulate a few millions 
in the treasury, then they will de- 
part, leaving the city with no military 
protection. This will permit the 
Zapatistas to start sacking the town 
and experience has shown that they 
respect no foreign flag. I have a large 
American flag on a staff over the door- 
way, and it is no more respected than 
a dishrag, I am ashamed to acknowl- 
edge. 

I have gained more respect since the 
little affair of the 16th than from any 
protection that Brazilian legation can 
secure. All the dairies have been 
robbed and horses and mules taken, 
but my place has been left severely 
alone. 

The favorite dodge the Carranza 
troops have now is to call at the 
ranch or ‘stable and ask to buy grain, 
feed, etc. After they load up their 
wagons they drive away. 

It is too bad that a man like Teddy 
did not take the chair instead of the 
present schoolmaster that thinks he is 
holding down the job. Americans here 
no longer file claims for the losses 
they have suffered, as the government 
has changed hands so often that itis 
a useless formality.

Pursuit of Lapland Denied:

BLOCKADE NEAR END? 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 


British auxiliary cruiser Bayano was 
sunk some time Thursday off Corsewall 
point, Scotland, by a German submarine. 
Only 26 of thecrew of 216 are known 
to have been saved, eighteen of them be- 
ing rescued by the Belfast steamer Bal- 
merino. They were affoat on a raft. 
Eight others were picked up from one 
of the Bayano's lifeboats by another 
steamer, and the twenty-six fortunates 
were landed at Ayr. 

Among the rescued were eight officers, 
BAYANO ON PATROL DUTY. 
The Bayano, which was built in Glas- 
gow in 1913 and taken over by the British 
government at the beginning of the wer 
and fitted out ae an auxiliary cruiser, 
was doing patrol duty off Wegtownshire, 
Scotland, when struck by a torpedo, ank 
ing within ; 
Wegtowushire is the southwestern- 
most county in Scotland. It lies on the 


north channel which leads into the Lrish 


sea from the Atlantic. 

In the officiel report of the disaster 
the place where it occurred is omitted, 
but the Belfast correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph is authority for the 
statement that the Scottish coast was the 
scene. 


OFFICIALLY ADMIT DISASTER, 
In its statement of the disaster the 
admiralty says: 

“On March 11 wreckage of the Bayano 
and bodies were discovered, and cir- 
cumstances point to it having been sunk 
by an enemy torpedo. 

Fight officers and edghteen men 
were rescued, but it is feared that the 
remainder of the crew were lost. 
“The captain of the Belfast steamer 
Castlereagh reports passing yesterday 
morning a quantity of wreckage and 
bodies floating in life belts. He at- 
tempted to search for possible survivors, 
but was prevented by the presence of 
an enemy submarine, which gave chase 
for twenty minutes.” 


LAPLAND CASE STIRS IRE. 
The report received here early yes 


which had many American passengers 
on board, had been chased by a German 
submarine when it left the Mersey, hase 
been denied by company officials. They 
say they have heard nothing from the 
vessel since it left and, therefore, as- 
sume that all has been well. 

Despite this denial it is believed in 
Official circles that the Lapland was 
pursued.

PAM, March 12.—The French minister 
of finance, Alexander Ribot, said today 
the governing body of the bourse had de- 
ed to dude provisionally from trane- 
actions in that market all securities 
owned by foreigners. Explaining the sig- 
nificance of this move M. Ribot said: 

It has been asked if this was not ad- 
verse to the interests of Americans. The 
purpose of the regulation isto prevent the 
sale in France of German and Austrian 
owned securities, with the object either of 
drawing cash from this country or of de- 
pressing and manipulating the market. 

“Our friends, the Americans, will not 
be affected by this agreement because, 
with the exception of a few American 
stocks, securities listed on the French 
bourse are not heldin America. Natianal 
defense bonds, some of which have been 


taken in the United States, are not listed 


on the bourse. They are really bills dis- 
countable at the Bank of France.” 

M. Ribot added that there was genuine 
appreciation in France of American 
good will and sympathy.”

John B. McManus was the restless spirit 
of an old and pne tyne prominent Chi- 
cago family. When the family fortune, 
founded by his father, the late Patrick 
McManus, pioneer Chicago wholesale 
grocer, dwindled and the old home—-a 
mansion on Grand boulevard, at Forty- 
ninth street—passed on to other hands, 
John made his way into Mexico. That 
was in 1896. It was his second venture 
in Latin America. 

He was attached to a party of Chi- 
cagoans interested in mining enterprises 
at Guanajuato, northwest of Mexico City. 
He prospered from the start, became part 
owner and general manager of the Guana- 
juato Mining company, branched out 
and succeeded in other enterprises. His 
holaings were rated at about $200,000 
when he was in Chicago last April. 


Price Put on His Head. 

This visit in Chicago, where he has two 
sisters, was prompted by the fact that 
Huerta had a price on his head. Me- 
Manus had incurred the displeasure of 
the dictator by attempting to ship $27,000 
gold gut of Mexico—bullion Senor Huerta 
was intent upon possessing himself of. 

McManus’ Chicago kin are Mrs. Mary 
Dargan of 1641 East Ninety-ninth street, 
wife of Patrick Dargan, cashier for Bank- 
er & Swiney, commission merchants at 
the Union stock yards, and Miss Eliza- 
beth McManus of 4950 Prairie avenue, a 
school teacher. 


Sister Is Prostrated. 

Mrs. Elizabeth McManus is prostrated 
by the news of her brother’s murder. She 
was taken to the residence of a friend. 

Mrs. Dargan told of her brother’s life 
in Mexico and of his last visit here, 

“John had $27,000 in gold,” she said,

A letter dated Feb. 3 was written by 
Mr.“McManus to an old friend, C. F. Van 
Winkle of 4524 Forrestville avenue. Init 
he says: 

After Carranza assumed the govern: 
ment here we thought everything would 
run smoothly. but it was not to be so. 
He soon departed for Vera Crus with 
Villa at his heels. One of his first acts 
there was to levy a forced loan of several 
millions on all of the banks. Incidentally, 
he took possession of all of the larger 
hotels and most of the prominent Mexican 
houses. 

In the meanwhile up in Mexico City 
we were left without any military pro- 
tection, so several thousand ragged peons, 
partiy armed, calling them Zapatistas, 
swarmed into the capital and proceeded 
to make themselves at home. They stole 
all of the horses, mules, and looted a great 
many stores and private houses, taking 
such things as blankets, clothing, in fact, 
everything of value which could be 
pawned or disposed of. 


His Live Stock Stolen. 

“This was ‘the time our dairy-ranch 
was looted. This happened about 11 
in the morning, when about eighty ora 
hundred of this tribe rode up to the portal 
and started shooting in order to terrify 
our employés. They carried off some ten 
horses and twelve mules and robbed -- 
of the rooms in the house of cl x 
blankets, etc. As the crowd was too nu- 
merous and I was all alone, the Mexican 
help being of no account, I offered no re- 
sistance, but simply filed a claim with the 
department and aleo with the minister of 
Brazil. 
“ This happened on Nov. 26. Afterward 
Villa came into Mexico City and fixed up 
an alliance with Zapata, and through the 
agency of some of the Zapatista officers 
I recovered three of my mules. 


Tells of More Looting. 

“ A new crowd wae elected, and Eulaho 
Gutierrez, who assumed office, seemed to 
restore a semblance of order. But it did 
not last long, for after accumulating 
6,000,000 pesos and taking 3,000 of Gen. 
Blanco's soldiers along, he beat it to Pa- 
chuca, Hidalgo. 

This left the capital without govern- 
ment again, so the Zapatistas started 
looting on thelr own account, so as to be 
in the gamealso. They carried off horses 
and mules and sacked several stores. 
As there are 3,000 to 4,000 local foot 
police and 1,000 mounted police, you 
would imagine they would attempt to 
preserve order. But every one of them 
beat it for home and hid his uniform, in- 
cidentally himself, until the danger was 
over.”

LONDON, March 12.—Neil Primrose, 
under secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs, in a statement made at the close 
of the session of parliament, presented 
an outline of the understanding between 
Great Britain and Japan relative to their 
respective spheres of influence in China. 

The statement was made in response to 
a question raised by Percy Alport Mol- 
teno, who asked for an equal opportunity 
for all nations in China and for the main- 
tenance of the integrity and independ- 
ence of the republic. Mr. Primrose said 
that British commercial interests in 
China were very great and that the for- 
egn office was determined that these in- 
terests should not be neglected.

“On March 1 we found that all the de- 
fenses of the Dardanelles up to but not 
including the narrows had been reduced.“ 


SMYRNA HOLDING OUT. 

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]

Word was received in diplomatic cir- 
clea here that the Russian Black sea fleet 
is expected to start the bombardment of 
the Bosphorus forts in a day or two in 
active codperation with the allied fleet. 
which is attempting to force its way 
through the Dardanelles. , 


Turks Stampede for Asia. 

The Daily Chronicle correspondent at 
Kustendje, a Roumanian Black sea port, 
under date of March 9, telegraphs quoting 
the captain of a steamship which had ar- 
fived there from Constantinople as say- 
ing that a panic began in the Ottoman 
capital a week ago when it was learned 
that the allies were within the Darda 
nelles.

“RIGHT OR WRONG.” 

Our ardent friends who find themselves staggering | 
away from the enormity of Decatur’s unethical and | 
iniquitous doctrine have only to become pragmatic | 
to become reconciled. They are, such of them as 
are able-bodied and of suitable age, members of the 
unorganized militia of the United States, so declared : 
by the articles of government to which they have 
subseribed. 5 

In time of need they are subject to draft, to com- 
pulsery enrollment, to the putting on of uniform and 
the handling of rifle, regardless of the condition of 
their consciences or the preciseness of their ethical 
development. They might maintain a mental reser- 
vation, or, more heroically, they’ might immolate 
themselves, but the. country of which they are citi- 
nens holds the right to use them as it sees fit for 
purposes which it considers sufficient. 

So long as they remain citizens they remain ex- 
posed, even though it be only to the improbable 
dangers of this catastrophe. Argument there is 
none. In times when the draft was in operation in 
this country provision was made for the purchase 
of the services of a substitute. This again might 
offer an escape, but it would never square with an 

ethical conscience to make use of such a means of 
avoidance. 

We fear that Decatur only gave an esthetic touch 
te a hard, utilitarian doctrine, and the only remedy 
is withdrawal from this land to one—if search may 
find it—where no such forcing of a citizen's will and 
conscience could in any circumstances be permitted. 
To find that land we would suggest that uninhabited 
islands of the South sea be sought. 


MUSIC THAT IS FORGOTTEN. 

A faithful concert going. «orrespondent, whose 
years are multiplying and who finds watchful 
waiting rather wearisome, complains what many 
intelligent lovers of symphonic music doubtless 
have voiced or felt—painely, that a good deal of 
excellent musie is never or hardly ever played at 
all, while a good deal of third or fourth rate music 
is cutiotsly and unaceountably fortunate, getting 
on the programs with a regularity and frequency 
that nothing in its intrinsic quality can possibly 
justify. . 

Illustrations would be invidious, perbaps, but 
they cannot really be avoided. Some weeks ago 
Mr. Stock “ resurrected a Dvorak symphony that, 
as he himself explained, had been “forgotten” for 
many yeats. It was not an inspired or wholly suc- 
cessful work, but it was better than—or at least 
as good as—several symphonies that are rendered 
with legal or religious regulatity every season. It 
was refreshing and enjoyable. There are certain 
overtures and poems that every one is tired 
of, and yet we are condemned to suffer them simply 
because so many other, not at all inferior, over- 
tures, poems, suites, serenades, fantasies, ballads, 
what not, are “forgotten.” Forgotten not by this 
or that conductor, but by all practically.

none. The conductor who shall reinspect the dusty 
shelyes and recover lost or strayed music will be 
hailed as a benefactor of concert attending hu- 
manity.

Clifford ever attended. He declared it was his last. 
The debate lasted an hour, and many farmers, or- 
dinarily modest, sprang to their feet and expressed 
themselves in an extemporaneous fire of words.

legislation. 5 

There are those who consider the seamen's bill 
another of those radical and busitiess-defying 
measures which discourage ship building and mer- 
chant ma bine expansion in the United States. Tun 
Triste has repeatedly pointed out that the mer- 
chant marine problem does involve a thorough study 
of our navigation, seamen’s, and safety laws. At 
the same time it ha® recognized that we cannot 
subotdinate either public safety or the just demands 
of sailors and crews to consideration of mere cheap- 
ness. The new act does more for sailors and sea- 


men than it does fot the traveling public; the reason |. 


is not far to seek—the public was not represented 
at Washington by insistent and vigilant agencies. 
The act raises standards of seamanship and gives 
Americans a chance. It also does away with a 
species of peonage or involuntary servitude. It 
affords relief to crews hired in foreign low-wage 
markets by enabling them to quit in our ports and 
demand higher pay. | 

Treaties will have to be amended in order to give 
the act effect in these directions, but the president 
has satisfied himself that this will involve no seri- 
ous difficulty.

AUTOMOBILE GAS DANGER. 
H&E daily papers recently told of a 
Chicago physician who had barely 
miseed losing his life through 
breathing the fumes from his auto- 
mobile engine. He had gone into 
his garage to tinker with the engine. The 
weather was extremely cold and he closed 


the door of the garage. He cranked the 


machine, adjusted the engine to a satis- 
factory speed, and worked awey. Pres- 
ently he noticed that the engine of his 
own person was sparking poorly. He 
took heed, groped to the door, managed 
to turn the lock, and fell unconscious in 
the open air. Help was hurriedly sum- 
moned and an hour or two later the physi- 
clan was on the road to recovery. ‘ 

A little while before, another physician, 
overcome in the same way, fell inside the 
ga rage and his life was lost. 


— 

Thompson, in “Occupational Diseases, 
says: Lately there have been brought 
to my notice a number of cases of chauf- 
feurs who were overcome by gasoline 
fumes while cranking motor cars in small 
unventilated garages. They experienced 
vertigo, fainting, and nausea, and one 
passed into coma from which it was diffi- 
cult to arouse him. The symptoms may 
not develop until the Men go into the open 
air.” 

Dr. Mary O'Malley, before the interna- 
tional congress on hygiene, said: . 

Another source of danger from this 
gas has arisen in recent years from the 
extensive use of bensine and gasoline 
explosive engines which are installed in 
the motor car, motor boat, and aeroplane. 
Investigations following accidental death 
from the gas escaping from such engines 
revealed the fact that the men attending 
the cabins of launches often have toxic 


forth.”’ 

In the case reported by Dr. O'Malley the 
patient recovered from the immediate 
effects, but became mentally unbalanced 
nearly a week later. 

When an automobile engine runs, the 
exhaust pours a mixture of gases into 
the air. One of these is unexploded gaso- 
line; another is carbon monoxide, a prod- 
uct of incomplete combustion. Other 
somewhat poisonous gases are present. 

As the proportions of the different ex- 
haust gases differ greatly, the symptoms 
of automobile gas affliction vary greatly. 
There may be nothing more than a simple 
headache and perhaps a little dizziness. 
Such would be expected where the suffer- 
er is in the open air and in consequence 
gets but slightly affected,

In spite of the efforts of his tutor, who 
sought by every means in his power to 
put a stop to the affair, he managed to 
give him the slip and to marry the girl 
at Eleusie and Athens, according to the 
rites of the Greek and the Roman Catho- 
lic churches. His parents in consequence 
thereof put a stop to his allowance. 

Thereupon young Marc de la Salle de 
Rochemaure, as soon as the money which 
he had in hand was exhausted, betook 
himself to France to endeavor to recon- 
cile hig parents to the union.

There she sub- 
mitted her case to the ecclesiastical au- 
thorities and was even received in private 
audience by Pope Pius X. He was much 
moved by her story and espoused her 
cause, so that when some time afterwards 
the late duke endedvored to seek from 
the vatican a decree of annulment of the 
marriage, putting forward the plea that 
his son had not received his consent to 
the match and did not possess his entire 
reason, when he was inveigled into it, 
was indeed still mentally unbalanced, the 
church refused to act in the matter, de 

_Claring that it regarded the union con- 
tracted by young Mare de la Salle de 
Rochemaure with Marika Karousas as 
ecclesiastically binding and legal. 

Marika then betook herself to France 
and sued her husband for desertion and 
nonsupport of herself and child. The 
late duke attempted to deal with this 
by applying to the French courts for a 
dissolution of the marriage on the same 
grounds as those upon which he had 
based his plea to the church at Rome. 

This aroused intense indignation at the 
vatican and the late duke was threatened 
with excommunication as well as with the 
deprivation his office of chamberlain 
of the cape and sword to the pontiff. Ac- 
cordingly he withdrew from the case, 
leaving his son to pursue it in hie place. 

The French tribunals dealt with both 
cases by pronouncing a divorce, but in 
favor of Marika, at the same time con- 
demning the count jointly with his father 
to pay her alimony to the tune of $4,000 
a year for her own maintenance and 
that of her daughter. 

The child bears the name and title of 
a Comtesse de la Salle de Rochéemaure. 
But according to French law her mother 
has been obliged to abandon the name 
of her former husband and to style her- 
self Mme. Marika Karowueras. 

The new duke is therefore divorced in 
the eyes of the French law, but still le- 
gally married in the eyes of the Catholic

tney can sponge a living. Our courts 
are constantly trying to care for the man 
who is always saying, “ The world owes 
me a living, and who is constantly beg- 
ging or stealing, if not doing worse. Now, 
I think as long as the taxpayer has to 
support both the army and also the army 
of vagrants who fill our jails, as well as 
those that keep just outside the law, yet 
seldom work, it is high time we reaped a 
littke harvest from our investments in 
this line in the way of good roads and 
verious other’ public improvements that 
need attention. 

What is the use of our paying double 
price for what we get through national. 
state, and municipal contract, when we 
heve the great army of tramps that might 
be made useful in such work if the United 
States army could prod them up occa- 
sivnally.

Senate bill 4522, jammed through the 
lower house of congress on March 3 and 
signed by President Wilson on March 4, 
carried with it a rider designed to lower 
the freight tariffs on fancy live stock ship- 
ments. 

In reality it has developed into a $200,- | 
000,000 a year windfall for the railroads. | 

Chicago rate experts were unahimous 1 
yesterday in predicting a 10 per cent in- 
crease on all class and commodity rates 
over the entire country as an automatic 
result of the new law, which will become 
effective on June 3. 


Prohibits Liability Limit. 

The rider, which was introduced by 
Senator Cummings, in effect restores the 
old common law rule prohibiting the 
common carrier from limiting its liability 
lower than the actual loss in damages to | 
the shipper. The uniform bill of lading, | 
drawn up by the interstate commerce | 
commission in accordance with Supreme | 
court findings, allows the railroads to 
make two charges, for limited and unlim- | 
ited liability, the latter 10 per cent higher | 
than in the case where the carrier agrees | 
to pay a fixed damage. 

It is contended the new law annuls the | 
charge under the limited liability and 
leaves the higher charge as the only al- 
ternative. Estimates made yesterday 
show more than 95 per cent of the traffic 
of the country, valued at more than §2,- 
000,000,000 annually, moves under me | 
limited liability clause.

The old 
known flowers, alyssum, pinks, sweet vio- 
lets, anemones, .mignonette, «bachelor’s 
buttons, corn flowers, love-in-a-mist, 
asters, marigolds, calendulas,. margue- 
rites, petunias, poppies, and the annual 
phlox will come up from seed. 

Pansies and sweet violets, grown from 
seed, may take root and live ep peren- 
nials. There is a great difference in pan- 
gies and violets. Especially in violets one 
| should look out for the fragrant and fipely 
colored. Trailing myrtle, with a little 
blue flower, will grow in the shade. It is 
pretty for baskets and bouquets and is 
found in every very old garden. | 

In the suburbs, the perennials are look- 
ing greener. A perennial is a plant that 
keeps alive in the ground, and flowers 
several years in succession. Hollyhocks 
and some phlox are among the best known 
perennials. 

If the seeds were sown last year, the 
plants that came up spent their time ma- 


som until the second year. ‘Monnens 
the time to look after the perennials inthe 
the fall, but come again from se?f-sown | yard. 


They should be uncovered as the days 
get longer and the sun warmer. Clean: 
the matted leaves and grass — 
them and soon the garden will show what 
has escaped freezing.

SLUMP IN SOUTHERN. 


New York, March 12.—The net kor 
securities displayed less resistance to sell - 


ing pressure today, some of the specula- 
tive favorites declining over a point on 
moderate offerings. Heaviness was most 
pronounced in the afternoon, the motor 
shares yielding practically all the ground 
gained during the morning session. 

Obvious manipulation in this class of 
stocks has provoked considerable criti- 
clsm recently, although it ‘is recognized 
that the motor industry has profited to 
a great degree by reason of the war.

A. W. K. Harvey, Ill.—The loan asso- 
ciation about which you ask began busi- 
ness only last June. It offers contracts 
under which the contract holder pays in 
$1 or some multiple thereof monthly, for 
100 months. At the expiration of 120 
months it guarantees to pay back $115 
for each $100 paid in. It may pay ba 
any sum up to $150, but guarantees only 
$115, which figures out at 2.57 per cent in- 
terest on the investment. If a contract 
holder wants to borrow money he is eligi- 
dle to a-toan equal to the face of his con- 
tract after he has made ten payments. 
This loan camcels his old contract. He pays 
the debt in monthly installments, with 
interest, which is called 3 percent. but 
which really figures out at about 3%. Th!s 
plan will work well if there are plenty of 
people anxious to pay in money and get 
2.57 per cent on it, and if the manage- 
ment expenses are kept within the narrow 
margin between. the 2.57 per cent interest 
which is paid and the 3% per cent which is 
received. No one, however, will want to 
lend money at 2.57 per cent, and all wi 
want to borrow at 3%. The inevitable 
result must be that when the plan is 
fairly under way a contract holder will 
have an excéedingly long wait after he 
is eligible before he can be given a loan. 
In the long run he will get out just what he 
puts in, less his share of the expense of 
management. Two companies which

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EXPORT DEMAND 
PUTS WHEAT UP 


General Statistical Situa- 
tion Also Is a Factor in 
Further Advance. 


OTHER GRAINS STRONG. 


Contmued export demand for wheat, 
With increasing strength in the general 
statistical situation, resulted in à further 
a@vence in prices yesterday. The best 
demand came from exporters here and at 
the seaboard, who were taking off their 
hedges in the May delivery in the pit as 
fast as the wheat was sold to go abroad. 
This buying probably amounted to about 
1,500,000 bu, but it disturbed quite a num- 
ber of shorts and stimulated more or less 
speculative buying. 

The effect was also considerable on the 
Tew crop months in which the trade was 
much larger than in the May delivery. 
Net gains in these, however, were not as 
Breat asin the May. The bulk of the ex- 
port business done was in spring wheat 
through seaboard and local sources. but 
there were also sales of 400,000 bu of win- 
ter wheat from Chicago. The price 
realized was at the best premium on he 
crop to date. 


Shipments Exceed Receipts. 

Primary market receipts were about the 
Same as a year ago, but less than the 
shipments from the same points and only 
half as large as the actual export clear- 
ances. Argentine shipments for the week 
were less than expected, much less than 
those of the previous week, but still ahead 
of the short crop shipments of a year ago. 
Nevertheless, Argentine shipments for 
the year to date are less than 4,000,000 bu 
larger than at this time last year. Aus- 
tralia, as for many monthe, shipped noth- 
ing, and is permanently out of the export 
column this year. Indian shipments were 
mall, and India, Argentina, and Aus- 
tralia together less than half as much 
Since Jan. 1 as a year ago. 

Shipments from the United States and 
Canada for the week totaled nearly 8,000,- 
000 bu, and were about 4,000,000 bu more 
than for the corresponding week last year. 
Total shipments since July 1 last are 
93,000,000 bu less than for the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year. 


Government Figures Sensational. 

Largest purchases of the May during 
the morning were by Knight-McDovegal, 
and were finally put down to the Armour 
Grain company. There was other good 
buying led by Keusch-Schwerz, Chepin, 
Wagner, and Logan-Bryan. At times 
there was a little May delivery put on the 
market to cool down the advancing ten- 
dency. Much of this was headed early by 
Perry-Price amd the Armour Grain com- 
pany. The bulk of the crop news of the 
morning was favorable from the domestic 
fielé, but quite unfavorable from Italy, 
where rains have been excessive. 

The government figures showing stocks 
in country mille and elevators, issued eup- 
plementary to the farm reserve stocks of 
a few days since, gave the trade much 
light on the actual grain supplies of the 
country, and made a sensationally strong 
showing. Final prices showed net gains 
for the day of Me for May, 1%c for July, 
and 1½e for September wheat. 


Corn Situation Is Improving. 

Corn displayed considerable strength, 
much of it due to speculative buying, and 
retained a good part of it to the close. 
There was a little improvement in the 
shipping here and considerable improve- 
ment southwest. Receipts were less than 
half as large at primary markets as on 
the corresponding day last year, and ship- 
ments from these points were larger than 
the receipts. 

Exports from the United States last 
week showed a falling off of 1,200,000 bu, 
but totaied 1,415,000 bu. as compared with 
96,000 bu for the corresponding week 
last year. Argentine shipments for the 
week were larger at 2.211.000 bu, showing 
a gain of about 1,000,000 bu over those 
of the preceding week, and about 1,700,000 
bu over those of a year ago. Thetradeis 
beginning to realize that any shipping 
eales must come chiefly from store as cur- 
rent receipts are barely equal to local 
needs. Closi ces showed a gain for 
the day of e for May and %@%c for 
July. Estimated receipts are 100 cars. 


Big Export Trade in Oats. 

An enormous business was done in oats, 
prices advancing sharply and holding 
most of the advance. The speculative 
dem was based chiefly on the big ex- 
port business done in all positions here 
and at the seaboard and reduced surplus 
in Argentina. Nearly all of the big ex- 
port houses, headed by the Armour Grain 
company, Norris, and Bartlett-Frazier, 
bought,openly on a liberal scale, and the 
J. nbaum Grain company added to 
its previous day's purchases by buying 
May through brokers. The French gov- 
ernment had a lot of buying orders in the 
market for cash oats. These were filled 
on every break. There was heavy sell- 
ing, led by Clement-Curtis, who evidently 
were taking profits on long oats. Their 
sales were estimated at about 1,000,000 bu. 
Export clearances were light at 82,000 bu. 
Primary receipts were less than half as 
large as the shipments from the same 
points, 546,000 bu, as against 1,121,000 bu, 
and compared with receipts of 540,000 bu

Provisions Advance a Shade. 

Provisions closed a shade higher, helped 
by the grain strength and by further fair- 
ly persistent investment buying by small- 
er outsiders. In addition there was quite 
a line of May pork, 2,500 bris, bought by 
Stone, a fair line of July pork bought by 
end considerable July ribs 
bought by Hately. 

Over 1,000,000 lbs of July ribs were sold 
early by Cross-Roy-Saunders, amd there 
was more or less selling of the Ust on the 
advance by the Cudahy Packing com- 
pany.

HELPS TRADE; 
NEARLY NORMAL 


R. G. Dun & Co. Re- 
view Indicates Indus- 
trial Improvement. 


Dun's Review, published today by R. G. 
Dun & Co., willeay: 

The recovery in trade was stimulated 
by brighter weather and « more distinct 
approach to norma) activities is seen in 
the leading industries, distribution, trans- 
portation, and construction. While low- 

er than at this time last year, the aver- 
age daily payments through the banks 
maintain an encouraging level, and the 
trading defaults reported are less dis- 
turbing. 

* Conditions at outside factory centers 
contributory to this market refiect steady 
advance. New demands rise closer to ex- 
pectation, prices assume more firmness, 
and the accretion of agricultural wealth 
is attested by official statements indicat- 
ing large gains in deposits here and in the 
west. Money continues remarkably en- 
couraging to commercial and new enter- 
prises. 

“Tron and steel reports testify to in- 
creasing outputs, and current contracts 
include large future deliveries of rails, 
. shapes, and pigiron. Vari- 
ous furnaces in this district recently idle 
have been started up again. Demands 
for motive power thus far show poorly, 
but inquiries increase and the outlook ie 
good for additional active capacity. 

Developments augur well for substan- 
tial gains soon in aggregate production ot 
crude and finished materiais for the rail- 
roads and other large consumers. Farm 
implement plants remain busy, and the 
prospects broaden in metal, electric, ma- 
chinery and woodworking branches. Fur- 
ther reduction appears in idle labor 
ranks. Gross earninge of the Chicago 
steam roads again compare closely with 
those of a year ago. 

“Bank clearings, $308,740,T03, are 17.9 
per cent less than for the corresponding 
week of 1914 and cmopare with $332,987,- 
199 in 1918. Failures reported in the Chi- 
cago district numbered 89, against 41 last 
week, 88 in 1914, and 21 in 1913, Those 
with liabilities over $5,000 number 8, 
against 15 last week, 11 in 1914, and 6 in 
1013.“ 


Bradstreet's Review. 

New York, March 12.—Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say: 

Poor roads, unsettled weather, or 
small lot buying in larger lines are prob- 
ably responsible for the feeling of dizap- 
pointment visible in many markets. 
These features contrast with increased 
operations in heavy manufacturing, di- 
minished idlemess, activity in shipbuild- 
ing, a slight improvement in spring re- 
tail trade at some few centers, some ex- 
pansion in mail order business, excellent 
winter wheat crop conditions, heavy in- 


more cheerful stock market tone, and ir- 
regular betterment in collections. 

The tendency to buy often and in small 
lots indicates conservatism, and it is 
likely that buying at and near industrial 
centers will be restricted until the effects 
of increased employment are reflected in 
a substantial improvement in demands. 
There are some evidences of betterment 
in demand for lumber; textile mills are 
taking raw cotton more freely; silk fac- 
tories in some centers are working full 
time; ammunition concerns are rushed;
